East Jordan will apply for grant 
to fund Sportsman’s Park

The City of East Jordan 
held a public hearing just 
prior to their regular Com- 
mission meeting last Tues- 
day, seeking comment on 
the proposed application 
for a $300,000 Michigan 
Natural Resources Trust 
Fund (MNRTF) grant from 
the Department of Natural 
Resources for Sportsman’s 
Park Water Access im- 
provements. 

If the City’s grant appli- 
cation is successful, the 


planned improvements in- 
clude a kayak launch site 
with ADA access, a landing 
area for non-motorized wa- 
tercraft, additional park- 
ing, and a walking trail 
connecting the park to the 
Friends of the Jordan Wa- 
tershed Center building. 
Also included are improve- 
ments to sidewalks, exist- 
ing fishing pier and 
restrooms as well as rais- 
ing the elevation of some 
areas in the park to ad- 
dress the high water level. 
Following the public 


hearing, as part of their 
regular meeting, Commis- 
sioners adopted a resolu- 
tion approving the grant 
application. In addition to 
the $300,000 request, the 
grant will require a local 
match of $140,000. The City 
plans to seek additional 
grant funding from other 
sources to offset the City’s 
portion of the project. The 
City first applied for the 
grant last year and was un- 
successful. City Adminis- 
trator Tom Cannon said, 
“We scored very well in 


2019 and just missed the el- 
igibility point cutoff so 
hoping for better luck this 
year”. The City will apply 
for the grant April Ist. 
Cannon said he would ex- 
pect to learn if the grant 
application is successful by 
this fall with construction 
scheduled for the summer 
of 2022. 

The next regular Com- 
mission meeting is sched- 
uled for 7 p.m., Tuesday, 
March 17, 2020.

Daylight Saving 
Time returns this 
Sunday

It’s the first sign of spring. 
While it doesn’t seem that 
long ago when we “fell back,” 
get ready to “spring forward” 
as Daylight Saving Time re- 
turns at 2am this coming Sun- 
day, March 8. If you don’t 
want to be late on Sunday or 
Monday, don’t forget to set 
your car, stove, microwave, 
coffee maker, wall, alarm (you 
will find them all eventually) 
clocks ahead one hour before 
going to bed Saturday night. 

Body clocks, aka circadian 
rhythms, are a bit more 
finicky. A rule of thumb 
noted on the webmd website 
states that is can take a day or 
two to readjust to losing that 
hour of sleep. A BMC Biology 
study found that some people 
never completely adjust to the 
DST time hop. 

Reported effects include an 
increase in workplace and 
traffic accidents on the Mon- 
day following the time change, 
and even an increase in heart 
attacks the first three week- 
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began on the first Sunday in 
April and ended on the last 
Sunday in October, so the du- 
ration was over a month less 
than it is now. 

Daylight Saving Time was 
an idea hatched by Benjamin 
Franklin, who proposed in a 
1784 essay that moving the 
clock ahead an hour each 
spring would save candle wax. 
However, the first Daylight 
Saving Time wasn’t imposed 
in the United States until 
World War I, when it helped 
to alleviate the effects of 
wartime coal shortages and 
nightly air raid blackouts. 
Congress reinstated the con- 
cept from 1942 until 1945 to, 
once again, save energy dur- 
ing wartime. Some states con- 
tinued this ritual after World 
War II, and some did not.

Munson Healthcare notifies patients of data security incident 


Munson Healthcare be- 
came aware of a recent data 
security incident where cer- 
tain employee email accounts 
were accessed by an unau- 
thorized third-party. Upon 
learning of this issue, Mun- 
son Healthcare commenced a 
prompt and thorough investi- 
gation, working closely with 
external cybersecurity pro- 
fessionals. After an extensive 
forensic investigation and 
comprehensive manual docu- 
ment review, we discovered 
on January 16, 2020 that one 
or more of the email ac- 
counts accessed between July 


31 and October 22, 2019 con- 
tained identifiable personal 
and/or protected health in- 
formation. 

Affected email accounts 
contained the personal and 
protected health information 
of certain patients, including 
their names, dates of birth, 
insurance information, and 
treatment and diagnostic in- 
formation. A limited number 
of individuals’ financial ac- 
count numbers, driver’s li- 
cense numbers and Social 
Security numbers were also 
contained in the impacted 
email accounts. This incident

Sheriff Charles Vondra re- 
ports on February 25, 2020 
the Charlevoix County Sher- 
iff’s Office Detectives, in co- 
operation with Child 
Protective Services, investi- 
gated an alleged child abuse 
complaint. 

The Sheriff's Office was 
contacted by the Depart- 
ment of Health and Human 
Services in regard to a two- 
year-old child having delib- 
erate injuries. The Sheriff's 
Office interviewed several 
individuals in conjunction 
with Health and Human 
Services which revealed the 
alleged perpetrator to bea 
biological parent of the 
child. 

The perpetrator, 20-year- 
old Marcus Robert Watkins 
of Evangeline Township, 
was arrested and charged 
with four counts of Second- 
Degree Child Abuse. At this 
time, the child has been 
placed in the care and cus- 
tody of their biological 
mother. 

The incident remains 
under investigation by the 
Charlevoix County Sheriff's 
Office and the Department 
of Health and Human Serv- 
ices. Watkins was arraigned 
in the 90th District Court on 
February 27, 2020 and has 
since bonded out of the 
Charlevoix County Jail on 
the $50,000.00 cash or surety 
bond. Watkins will appear in 
90th District Court for a Pre- 
trial on March 10, 2020 at 
9:30 am and for a Prelimi- 
nary Examination on March 
17, 2020 at 3:00 pm. All people 
are innocent until proven 
guilty in court.

Munson 
Healthcare is also offering 
complimentary credit moni- 
toring to the limited number 
of individuals whose Social 
Security numbers were con- 
tained in the email accounts. 
Notified patients should mon- 
itor insurance statements for 


any transactions related to 
care or services that have not 
actually been received. 
“Patient privacy is a top 
priority and we take this mat- 
ter very seriously,” added 
Otten. “Munson regularly 
trains and educates all em- 
ployees on cyber security 
awareness and risks, and we 
use a 24x7 staffed cyber secu- 
rity response team in part- 
nership with other Michigan 
hospitals to detect and re- 
spond to suspicious incidents 
as they happen. As cyber se-

TOWN WITHOUT PITY 
To the Editor, 


Except for prosecutors and 
cops, that is. Petoskey, Michigan, 
December 31, 2019, New Year’s 
Eve, dark and stormy night ina 
town that knows how to keep its 
secrets - unless a witness ap- 
pears. Emmet County Chief As- 
sistant Prosecutor Michael 
Schuitema was on duty that 
night, Prosecuting Attorney 
James Linderman off-duty: 
Petoskey’s top cops. From a note 
on the windshield of a damaged 
car parked in Petoskey, the car’s 
owner was able to report the in- 
cident and pertinent information 
to the Petoskey Public Safety De- 
partment, i.e. cops. An officer 
immediately called the Assistant 
P.A. whose absconded license 
plate number it was! and re- 
ceived evasive comment, upon 
arriving at the residence was re- 
fused entry, again when A.P.’s 
wife returned suspect refused 
compliance with officer’s request 
for investigation. 

To wit: leaving the scene of an 
accident, refusal to comply with 
police request regarding investi- 
gation, no arrest being made 
subsequently, suspicion natu- 
rally focused on inebriation of 
Assistant Prosecutor said to 
have “slurred” voice in brief 
conversation. Suspect’s vehicle 
was later found to be at a body 
shop for repairs when followed 
up by investigators. On Febru- 
ary 12, 2020 Assistant Prosecutor 
Schuitema pled guilty to misde- 
meanor charges and was fined 
$350, no further charges or com- 
ment recorded. 

As all citizens know, leaving 
the scene of an accident is 
against the law, failure to com- 
ply with an officer’s request 
quite the same; an officer nor- 
mally demands a breathalyzer or 
blood test whenever suspicion of 
OUIL occurs. Prosecutor Linder- 
man states that this incident was 
handled just as are all incidents 
of agency complaint, leaving 
vocal-written allusion to official 
staffs being exempt from that 
which accompanies all com- 
plaints against citizens not of 
City-County-State employ. So 
there, we might conclude, is 
legal impunity for prosecutorial 
employees as contrasted with 
the public, viz. officials operate 
outside the law. The Prosecutor 
himself said so in coded rheto- 
ric, viz. “Treat him as you would 
anyone else”, in token perfunc- 
tory opt-out-copout. There are 
many instances of malfeasance 
on the parts of officials of the 
law locally just as elsewhere, 
cursorial in report and rarely ex- 
tended beyond the immediate. 
And of course we have the Lisa 
Piel story to relate to concerning 
Petoskey police as far back as 
the 1970s. Investigative journal- 
ism tends to keep record of such 
things. Check out the charges 
against Sweeney of the Petoskey 
Michigan State Police Post; 
check out the Reggie Burke 


racial travesty; check out the 
bogus police break-in on Ko- 
rthase Road when Charlevoix 
County Sheriff Lasater had his 
teeth knocked out; check out the 
Larry Sevenski State Police 
tragedy of West Elmira several 
years ago. See? These things 
don’t go away regardless the at- 
tempted burial rites of job trans- 
fers, waiting out suspension time 
etc. Double Standard is the name 
of the game. 

Within this double standard 
lies the underlying ulterior mo- 
tive for police surveillance, 
namely: Revenue. Cops (Consta- 
bles On Patrol) have a seriously 
conflicted job. They do serve and 
protect the public to varying ex- 
tents, which is how they con- 
tinue to be funded while being 
simultaneously granted senti- 
mental leeway in their comport- 
ment which the “culture” of 
cops extends to malfeasance 
under guise of difficulty of job 
description and tweaked 
verisimilitude within legal pa- 
rameters. The well-known quip 
of acting like the bad guys to 
catch the bad guys is no joke. It’s 
often Dirty Harry episodes in 
real time, undercover police 
drug deals, bundles of cash, the 
whole TV scenario. They know 
it’s a game but they help old 
ladies cross the street safely, un- 
lock car trunks, rescue seniors, 
animals, all in the course of 
daily shifts while also watching 
for bad guys and the most lucra- 
tive tickets to write to bolster the 
day’s take for City, County, and 
State coffers, a hefty amount 
when considering all fees, fines, 
dockets, bail bonds, confisca- 
tions, mandatory inflated-cost 
counseling, breathalyzers, moni- 
tors, tethers, and so on, all remu- 
nerative. When public funding 
becomes squeezed, police 
squeeze the public directly. 

Thus, when the cops them- 
selves get in trouble, they fall 
back on the dangers of the job, 
the “to serve and protect” idiom, 
the boy-next-door community 
servant image, maybe some mili- 
tary veteran bolstering, some- 
times mistakes and overreach 
being perpetrated but not in any 
intentional manner God for- 
bid. And the public and the press 
for the most part don’t hold 
grudges long which in turn al- 
lows for the prolonging of self- 
same malfeasance 
interminably. This is observable 
more blatantly in new recruits 
just as Army grunts train to per- 
form for their Master Sergeants 
to prove their gung-ho macho pa- 
triotism. Rookies, like criminals, 
watch and imitate lots of cop 
shows.

This is not any big bad city 
corruption; this is one little bad 
city corruption.
